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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to applicants' amendment filed 18 January 2005, which 
amends claims 22, 29-33 and 36-37. The stated amendment has been entrered. Note that claims 
1-13 and 23 were canceled by the applicants' amendement filed 1 December 2004. Thus, the 
pending claims 14-22 and 24-42 are therefore examined in this Office action. 

Note that he terminal disclaimer filed on 1 December 2004 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application, which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of US Pat No. 6284725 has been reviewed and are accepted.
